Federal taxes sapping 
earnings ~commission 
recommends new system 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If your salary is 
just keeping up with inflation, your spen­ 
ding power actually isn’t keeping pace 
because federal taxes take bigger and 
bigger bites of your earnings. 
That is the conclusion of a new goveijn- 
, ment study which notes that income tends to 
rise to keep up with inflation. But the bad 
news is that taxpayers are moved to con­ 
stantly higher tax brackets while, at the 
same time, the inflation erodes the real 
value of tax exemptions, credits and 
standard deductions. 
The study said this problem may continue 
to plague American taxpayers through 1961 
if there is no change in tax law and if in­ 
flation grows at an annual rate of 5 to 6 per 
cent between 1677-81 as forecast by the 
Congressional 
Budget 
Office and 
the 


executive branch. 
The report by the Advisory Commission 
on Intergovernmental Relations recom­ 
mends changes in federal and state tax laws 
to soften this impact. One solution set forth 
is to tic the amounts allowed for personal 
exemptions, the standard deduction and 
some credits directly to each year’s rise in 
the Consumer Price Index, the inflation 
indicator. 
As inflation rose, so would those tax 
return items that lower a person’s taxes. 
Similar proposals have been made by a 
number of congressmen and senators. 
Several countries, including France, the 
Netherlands and, since 1974, Canada, 
already are using this type of a tax system. 
The commission said that such a revision 
of U.S. law, known as indexing, would work 


to wipe out any unintended tax increasX 
caused by heavier than normal inflation. 
The report said the country since 1972 has 
been experiencing an average annual in­ 
flation rate of 9.6 per cent, “a clear 
departure from the historically mild 2-3 per 
cent for the U.S. since 1950.” The rate for 
1976 was around 6 per cent. 
The report gave this example of how 
inflation distorts income taxes. A married 
couple with with two children, who file 
jointly, have an income of $10,-000 and take 
the standard deduction, had a 1975 federal 
tax bill of $709. 
Assuming an annual 7 per cent inflation 
rate and that the couple’s income grew to 
keep pace, the couple’s 1978 income will go 
up 22.5 per cent to $12,-250, but their tax will 
goup58.7percentto$l,125.

Federal taxes sapping

CABINET 
President- elect Carter completed his Cabinet selec­ 
tions before Christmas, as promised. Precisely what he 
has wrought, however, remains to be seen. 
Carter’s selections, on the surface, hold both good and 
bad news for the country. Decidedly in the former 
category is James Schlesinger as chief of energy. 
Though it would have been good to see the former 
Defense Secretary given his old job back, next to the 
Pentagon post it is difficult to name anything more 
important to national security than energy. If anyone can 
put together a logical U.S. policy, the brilliant 
Schlesinger can. 
It was also somewhat reassuring that Carter chose a 
number of key people who have considerable experience 
in areas where he lacks experience — foreign policy 
being the prime example. Cyrus R. Vance at State 
reintroduces a face from former administrations, while 
national security advisor Zbignieve Brzezinski brings to 
Carter’s inner circle a widely acknowledged scholar with 
a keen grasp of the intricacies of international affairs. 
Hopefully, the wishful thinking of Henry Kissinger on 
dente will give way to a more realistic assessment of 
Soviet intentions. Brzezinski already has said that under 
the Carter Administration, U.S-Soviet detente will be 
“more Reciprocal and ... progressively more com­ 
prehensive.” 
Americans probably have more reason to be uneasy 
over the new Defense Secretary- designate, Harold 
Brown. He was a key policy advisor to former Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara during the early 1960’s 
— the time when this nation’s military capabilities vis-a- 
vis the Soviet Union took a steep downward fall in a scary 
trend that hasn’t been reversed to this day. 
Domestically, the Cabinet picture appears less mixed 
and more unfortunate. 
Only time will tell how these men (and the two women 
of the new Cabinet) will react to challenge in their 
respective areas. While having some clear reservations 
about several of the choices, we’ll reserve further 
judgment for now and simply wish them good luck in the 
tough days ahead.

WASHINGTON - It is not 
generally known but President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter is having a 
hard time recruiting business 
people for his Administration. 
One of the reasons is his in­ 
sistence that all his appointees 
must make full disclosure of 
their 
financial w orth 
and 
itemize their holdings in stocks, 
bonds, bank accounts and real 
estate. On the surface this 
sounds like a 
good idea as it 
keeps the Carter appointees 
clean -- but on the other hand, 
you 
can 
take 
M elnick’s 
argument that full disclosure 
could destroy him forever. 
Melnick told me he had been 
offered a high post in one of the 
federal departments. He would 
have taken it if he hadn’t had to 
reveal his net worth. 
“ I don’t care if Carter knows 
what 1 own,” Melnick said. ‘‘But 
I’ll be damned if I want my 
brother-in-law to know it. If he 
ever finds out what I’m worth, 
he’ll haunt me for the rest of my 
life.” 
“ 1 never thought of that," I 
admitted. " It’s one thing for the 
public to know what a man in 
government is personally worth 
- but 
it’s another for his 
relatives to find out." 
“I have a fraternity brother 
who came to see me last 
week and wanted 
to 
borrow 
$20,000 to open a Pizza Hut in 
New Jersey. I told him I didn’t 
have any money. Once my 
financial report is published in 
the 
newspapers, 
he’ll come 
back and ask for $50,000.’’ 
“It’s hard to say you're broke 
when your true net is reported in 
the newspapers," I agreed. 
‘‘It isn’t just my relatives and 
my friends," Melnick said. “I 
have to worry also about my 
wife. If she ever finds out how 
much money we have, she’ll go 
crazy redecorating the house.” 
“She doesn’t know?” 
‘‘She 
hasn’t a 
clue. 
She 
believes 
if she makes one 
mistake with the household 
allowance, we’re going to have 
to apply for food stamps.”

WHEN MASSACHUSETTS 
FUNCTIONED 
WITHOUT GOVERNMENT 
(E d ito r’s 
note: 
We 
are 
reprinting this historical view 
by C. Russell Quinn which was 
published in Liberty because it 
has a message.) 


John Adams was astounded at 
what 
he 
observed 
in 
M assachusetts 
when 
he 
returned from the First Con­ 
tinental Congress. 
“We have no council,” he 
wrote 
in 
his 
diary, 
“ no 
legislative, no executive. Not a 
court of justice has sat since the 
month of September.” 
The lawyer in him could not 
believe it. “Not a debt can be 
recovered,” he continued, “nor 
a trespass redressed, nor a 
criminal of any kind brought to 
punishm ent...Im agine 
four 
hundred 
thousand 
people 
without government, forming 
themselves into committees for 
various 
purposes of justice, 
policy and war.” 
It was true. Massachusetts 
was without government. Yet 
society was holding together. 
F arm ers 
tilled 
the 
soil. 
Fisherman caught fish. Artisans 
continued their crafts. Mer­ 
chants sold goods. Debtors paid 
their debts. No increase in crime 
was reported. Life went on much 
as usual. 
^ 
With an exception. A startling 
exception. Massachusetts was 
also preparing for war. War 
against 
the 
most 
powerful 
nation on earth. This was cer­ 
tainly a phenomenon to attract 
attention. 
And it did. Edmund Burke, in 
his great speech on Conciliation 
with the Colonies, startled the 
British Parliament when he 
shouted: 
“A 'vast province has now 
subsisted, and subsisted in a 
considerable degree of health 
and vigor, for nearly a twelf- 
month 
without 
government, 


without public council, without 
judges, 
without 
executive 
magistrates. What can arise out 
of this unheard-of situation? 
How can the wisest of us con­ 
jecture? 
How 
conjecture, 
indeed. 
Burke’s question is still open. 
What did M assachusetts society 
have going for it that it could 
function, and function “in a 
considerable degree of health 
and vigor,” without govern­ 
ment? How did it get into this 
situation in the first place? 
This way. In angry retaliation 
for the Boston Tea Party, King 
George III tore up the Charter of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
and placed the Colony under 
martial law, or tried to. AU 
elected officials were deposed 
and replaced by appointees of 
the king. To keep them in line 
their salaries were to be paid by 
the king. 
The plan backfired. Only in 
Boston, where the king’s troops 
were 
quartered, 
could 
the 
decree 
be 
carried 
out, 
somewhat. And the redcoats 
were fearful of leaving Boston. 
When they did, as at Lexington 
and Concord, they were bush­ 
whacked back into the city by 
angry farmers. 
So, out in the rest of the 
province, 
the 
people, 
by 
resolutions in town meetings, 
simply refused to accept the 
authority of the king. Public 
offices were vacated. The people 
refused to pay taxes to the king. 
Thus developed “the more than 
twelf-month" of no government 
that so amazed Edmund Burke 
and John Adams. 
No doubt the crowned heads of 


Europe 
were 
m ore 
than 
amazed. Perhaps there was 
some fear and trembling. If a 
society could carry on in a good 
state of health and vigor with no 
government, 
kings were on 
shaky thrones. As in deed they 
were. Options would be opening 
up for less authoritarian forms 
of government. The experience 
of Massachusetts was much in 
the fram ers’ minds when they 
devised the Constitutuion of the 
United States a few years later. 
The gap between an orderly 
society and anarchy must have 
seemed very narrow during 
those years of 1774-1775. At least 
to European statesmen. It is 
doubtful 
that the American 
colonists saw any great danger 
of society’s flying apart in 
Massachusetts. 
The 
Puritan 
conscience would hold the social 
body together. And it did. It 
proved to be one of its notable 
triumphs. 
Duty, 
responsibility, 
self- 
restraint had been bred into 
these people 
through many 
generations. 
We 
sometimes 
forget the long time span bet­ 
ween the first landing in 
M assachusetts 
and 
the 
Revolution. For a century and a 
half these people had been left 
alone to develop their own 
p riv a te 
in s titu tio n s -th e ir 
churches, their schools, their 
family life, the basic forces that 
give a society character. 
That’s a long time to leave a 
people on their own. Especially 
in a 
place where survival 
depended on self-reliance. When 
the British king finally noticed 
them ana tried to wrench them 
back 
into 
an 
authoritative 
colonial pattern, it was too late. 
With the rejection of his 
authority 
the 
people 
of 
Massachusetts found the moral 
resources within themselves to 
function without government. It 
was their answer to anarchy. 
From this experience grew the 
vision of the new nation. 
One hundred years later, in 
1876, Philadelphia celebrated 
the birthday of that nation with a 
wondrous 
exposition. 
T.S. 
Huxley, the British scientist, 
visited the exposition and was 
impressed 
by the industrial 
marvels that a free people could 
produce. But his most pertinent 
comment was that the success of 
the 
g reat 
experim ent 
in 
democracy would depend “on 
the moral worth and intellectual 
clearness 
of 
the 
individual 
citizen.” 
Two hundred years later the 
lesson is still the same: If a 
society wants government to 
rest upon its shoulders lightly, it 
must develop the moral in­ 
tegrity to hold itself together.

Did Radio-TV Czar Mismanage Empire?

He was brought under pressure 
in 1960 to disassociate himself of­ 
ficially from the organization he 
had helped to found Yet last 
year, his name mysteriously ap­ 
peared in official license ap­ 
plications submitted by the com­ 
pany.

As late as 1974, the born-again 
Broger used his Pentagon posi­ 
tion to arrange a two-day semi­ 
nar in “Christian Counseling” at 
the Ft Belvoir army chapel. The 
featured revivalist at the semi­ 
nar was theologian Dr. Jay EL 
Adams. 
Broger dispatched one of his 
military technicians to record 
the entire two-day event and 
then delivered the tapes to the 
National Association of Evan­ 
gelicals. The enterprising 
r e v e r e n d s r e p r o d u c e d , 
p a^k ag .d and marketed the 
tapes commercially for $34.95 
per set. 
The techr i a. 
of course, 
drew his salary from the tax­ 


p a y e r - wno also paid for the 
and audio equipment 
>ger gave the project quasi- 
legitim acy by offering the 
package also to the chaplains. 
Although the chaplains routinely 
announced the tapes were 
available, there is no record that 
the armed forces made much 
use of than. 
Citizen Broger rules a vast 
communications empire, which 
resembles an Egyptian puzzle on 
the organizational charts. Its 
principalities are designated, in 
the way of a bureaucracy, by let­ 
ters. 
Broger himself commands the 
IAF. Swelled out, this is the Office 
of Information for the Armed 
Forces. His most important prin­ 


cipality is the AFRTS, which, in 
longhand, is the Armed Forces 
Radio and Television Service. 
Broger’s domain is connected^ 
by a tenuous political umbilical 
cord to ASDPA. This is the Assis­ 
tant Secretary of Defense for 
Public Affairs. Hie office was 
occupied last year by Wiliam 
Greener, who was beseiged with 
complaints about Broger. 
It seems that Broger some 
times became so abnrfaed in 
evangelical activities that he 
neglected the administration of 
his empire. He concerned him­ 
self principally with the content 
of the broadcasts and articles 
that were disseminated by his 
worldwide communications net­ 
work. Indeed, his subordinates 
charged that he used the net­ 
work to promote his fundamen­ 
talist views. 
Greener told us he was 
amazed by the plethora of 
allegations against Broger, in­ 
cluding charges of mismanage­ 
ment, malfeasance, corrqption 
and conflict of interest. Greener 
responded tty ordering an im­ 
mediate financial audit of 
Broger’s operations. 
As the charges multiplied, 
Greener called in the Defense 
Dept.’s general cotnsel and the 
Air Force’s special investigators. 
A summary of their findings was 
forwarded to the Justice Dept, 
which found no evidence of 
criminal culpability. We have 
learned, however, that some of 
the most damaging facts were 
strangely omitted from the re­ 
port. 
We have obtained a copy, 
meanwhile, of the Defense 
Dept.’s confidential investigative 
report. Here are the highlights: 
- Within AFRTS, investigs- 
tors found w id esp read 
mismanagement. The report 
alleged that “AFRTS-Wasfcng- 
ton had not established a formal

Biggest Capital Feud: 
Report Carter squaring off for 
showdown with Meany 
WASHINGTON- There’s a 
Super Bowl political game being 
played behind the scenes here 
for a handful of insiders amazed 
at the agility and temerity of 
Jimmy Carter’s team. There 
will be fuming denials -- but the 
team is trying to isolate and 
crush the legendary power of 
George Meany, chief of union 
chiefs. 
This reflects the President­ 
elect’s basic strategy. He wants 
to absorb the sprawling labor 
m ovem ent’s 
huge political 
machinery into his own. 
Gov. Carter simply doesn't 
see himself dealing with the 
labor movement solely through 
Meany as so many other 
Presidents have done. Those 
chief executives always found 
themselves in some of the 
costliest bargaining 
of 
their 
political careers. 


So swiftly and effectively thus 
far have the Carter strategists 
outplayed 
the central labor 
head q u arters’ braintrusters 
that Meany himself has said to 
close friends that he and labor 
were“used” by Gov. Carter, and 
have gotten little for their 
cam paign 
money 
and 
machinery. And where is labor 
now? 
Recently 
Meany, 
at 
this 
moment 
spryly making the 
banquet and cocktail reception 
circuits, told a friend that Gov. 
Carter had conned and misused 
the

Dunlop?

reportedly told a friend that the 
Governor deliberately strung 
out the discussion of the Labor 
Department appointment while 
his team leaked the Dunlop 
name as the AFL-CIO’s sole 
choice all over the place. 
Then the minority groqps,

organizations, were whipped up 
against

called

Dunlop, 
discussed the Labor Depart­ 
ment for over an hour, shook his 
hand •- and forgot him. Prof. 
Dunlop relt that he had been 
“publicly rejected.” Then the 
labor chiefs were told there was 
too much public opposition to the 
man from Harvard. 
Meany has no objection to Ray 
Marshall as Labor Secretary. 


He likes him. The AFL-CIO tan 
easily work with Marshall, a 
man erf some 94 books and irn 
portant “papers." 
What Meany said he resents is 
being had. Nor is this sentiment 
limited to the 82-year-old "elder 
statesman,” who now hasn't the 
slightest intention of resigning 
the AFL-CIO presidency either 
at 
its 
February 
Executive 
Council session or at its next 
national 
convention 
in 
December. 
For example, one influential 
Executive 
Council 
member, 
among the first tp champion 
Gov. 
Carter, 
said: 
“Carter 
treated Dunlop shabbily. He 
hung hipn (Dunlop) to a lamp 
post and left him dangling What 
the hell, if he wasn't going to 
name him, he should have told 
him and us. He left John hanging 
longer than anyone else. Dunlop 
isn’t a mendicant who came 
begging. Neither did we." 
There are many in the Labor 
Coalition Clearing House who 
find they’ve no access to the 
Carter insiders - though this 
alliance constituted Mr

te rs first powerful support ol 
any kind during the primaries. 
"C arter’s strategy is simple.” 
says one rueful labor leader who 
signed up early with the man 
from Plains. “He’s trying to 
knock out some of us activists so 
we can’t collect on our IOUs. 
Instead he's picking a labor 
leader here and there, tying 
them to himself, and will work 
with them so he doesn’t have a 
movement with which to con­ 
tend or to which he’ll have to 
deliver.”

The NEA has over 1.8 
million members and isn’t af­ 
filiated with the AFL-CIO. Four 
times Mr. Carter phoned Ryor. 
once while the NEA leader was 
at home.

President- elect Carter completed his Cabinet selec­ 
tions before Christmas, as promised. Precisely what he 
has wrought, however, remains to be seen. 
C arter’s selections, on the surface, hold both good and 
bad news for the country. Decidedly in the former 
category is Jam es Schlesinger as chief of energy. 
Though it would have been good to see the former 
Defense Secretary given his old job back, next to the 
Pentagon post it is difficult to name anything more 
important to national security than energy.

It was also somewhat reassuring that Carter chose a 
number of key people who have considerable experience 
in areas where he lacks experience — foreign policy 
being the prime example. Cyrus R. Vance at State 
reintroduces a face from former administrations, while 
national security advisor Zbignieve Brzezinski brings to 
Carter’s inner circle a widely acknowledged scholar with 
a keen grasp of the intricacies of international affairs. 
Hopefully, the wishful thinking of Henry Kissinger on 
dente will give way to a more realistic assessment of 
Soviet intentions. Brzezinski already has said that under 
the Carter Administration, U.S-Soviet detente will be 
“more reciprocal and ... progressively more com­ 
prehensive.” 
Americans probably have more reason to be uneasy 
over the new Defense Secretary- designate, Harold 
Brown. He was a key policy advisor to former Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara during the early 1960’s 
— the time when this nation’s military capabilities vis-a- 
vis the Soviet Union took a steep downward fall in a scary 
trend that hasn’t been reversed to this day. 
Domestically, the Cabinet picture appears less mixed 
and more unfortunate. 
Only time will tell how these men (and the two women 
of the new Cabinet) will react to challenge in their 
respective areas. While having some clear reservations 
about several of the choices, we’ll reserve further 
judgment for now and simply wish them good luck in the 
tough days ahead.

WHEN MASSACHUSETTS 
FUNCTIONED 
WITHOUT GOVERNMENT 
(E ditor's 
note:

reprinting this historical view 
by C. Russell Quinn which was

John Adams was astounded at 
what 
he 
observed 
in 
M assachusetts 
when 
he 
returned from the First Con­ 
tinental Congress. 
"We have no council,” he 
wrote 
in 
his 
diary, 
“ no 
legislative, no executive. Not a 
court of justice has sat since the 
month of September." 
The lawyer in him could not 
believe it. "Not a debt can be 
recovered," he continued, "nor 
a trespass redressed, nor a 
criminal of any kind brought to 
punishm ent...Im agine 
four 
hundred 
thousand 
people 
without government, forming 
themselves into committees for 
various 
purposes of justice, 
policy and w ar.” 
It was true. Massachusetts 
was without government. Yet 
society was holding together. 
F arm ers 
tilled 
the 
soil. 
Fisherman caught fish Artisans 
continued their crafts. Mer­ 
chants sold goods Debtors paid 
their debts No increase in crime 
w as reported Life went on much 
as usual. 
With an exception A startling 
exception. Massachusetts was 
also preparing for war. War 
against 
the 
most 
powerful 
nation on earth. This was cer­ 
tainly a phenomenon to attract 
attention 
And it did. Edmund Burke, in 
his great speech on Conciliation 
with the Colonies, startled the 
British Parliament when he 
shouted: 
"A vast province has now 
subsisted, and subsisted in a 
considerable degree of health 
and vigor, for nearly a twelf- 
month 
without 
government. 


without public council, without 
judges, 
without 
executive 
magistrates. What can arise out 
of this unheard-of situation? 
How can the wisest of us con­ 
jecture? 
How 
conjecture, 
indeed. 
Burke's question is still open. 
W'hat did Massachusetts society 
have going for it that it could 
function, and function "in a 
considerable degree of health 
and vigor," without govern­ 
ment? How did it get into this 
situation in the first place? 
This way. In angry retaliation 
for the Boston Tea Party, King 
George III tore up the Charter of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
and placed the Colony under 
martial law, or tried to. All 
elected officials were deposed 
and replaced by appointees of 
the king To keep them in line 
their salaries were to be paid by 
the king 
The plan backfired Only in 
Boston, where the king's troops 
were 
quartered,

And the redcoats 
were fearful of leaving Boston 
When they did, as at Lexington 
and Concord, they were bush 
whacked back into the city by 
angry farmers. 
So, out in the rest of the 
province,

simply refused to accept the 
authority of the king Public 
offices were vacated The people 
refused to pay taxes to the king 
Thus developed "the more than 
tw elf-month" of no government 
that so amazed Edmund Burke 
and John Adams 
No doubt the crow ned heads of 


Europe 
were 
more 
than 
amazed. 
Perhaps there was 
some fear and trembling. If a 
society could carry on in a good 
state of health and vigor with no 
government, 
kings were on 
shaky thrones. As in deed they 
were. Options would be opening 
up for less authoritarian forms 
of government. The experience 
of Massachusetts was much in 
the fram ers’ minds when they 
devised the Constitutuion of the 
United States a few years later. 
The gap between an orderly 
society and anarchy must have 
seemed very narrow during 
those years of 1774-1775. At least 
to European statesmen. It is 
doubtful 
that 
the American 
colonists saw any great danger 
of society’s flying apart in 
Massachusetts. 
The 
Puritan 
conscience would hold the social 
body together. And it did. It 
proved to be one of its notable 
triumphs. 
Duty, 
responsibility, 
self- 
restraint had been bred into 
these 
people 
through 
many 
generations. 
We 
sometimes 
forget the long time span bet­ 
ween the first landing in 
M assachusetts 
and 
the 
Revolution. For a century and a 
half these people had been left 
alone to develop their own 
p riv a te 
in stitu tio n s--th e ir 
churches, their schools, their 
family life, the basic forces that 
give a society character. 
That’s a long time to leave a 
people on their own Especially 
in 
a 
place 
where survival 
depended on self-reliance. When 
the British king finally noticed 
them and tried to wrench them 
back 
into 
an 
authoritative 
colonial pattern, it was too late. 
With 
the rejection of his 
authority 
the 
people 
of 
Massachusetts found the moral 
resources within themselves to 
function without government. It 
was their answer to anarchy. 
From this experience grew the 
vision of the new nation 
One hundred years later, in 
1876, Philadelphia celebrated 
the birthday of that nation with a 
wondrous 
exposition. 
T.S. 
Huxley, the British scientist, 
visited the exposition and was 
impressed 
by the industrial 
marvels that a free people could 
produce But his most pertinent 
comment was that the success of 
the 
g reat 
experim ent 
in 
democracy would depend "on 
the moral worth and intellectual 
clearness 
of 
the 
individual 
citizen.” 
Two hundred years later the 
lesson is still the same: If a 
society wants government to 
rest upon its shoulders lightly, it 
must develop the moral in­ 
tegrity to hold itself together.

BOSTON (AP) - Babies are 
about twice as likely to be born 
with defective hearts if their 
mothers took birth control pills 
or other female hormones while 
they were pregnant, a study 
shows. 
The researchers found that 
the problems occurred most of­ 
ten among women who took the 
drugs, sometimes accidentally, 
during the second and third 
months of pregnancy. 
Ordinarily, women are urged 
to stop taking birth control pills 
when they become pregnant. 
The researchers said the prob­ 
lems usually occurred when 


women did not realize they 
were expecting. 
The study, conducted by doc­ 
tors at the Drug Epidemiology 
Unit of Boston University Medi­ 
cal Center, was published in to­ 
day’s issue of the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 
The research showed that the 
increased risk of heart trouble 
occurred among children of 
women who took two commonly 
prescribed female hormones — 
estrogen and progestogen.

We began the Iowa Perinatal 
Care Program to give every

- a healthy start in life. By 
perinatal care we mean regular 
medical attention that begins 
in early pregnancy and extends 
through the newborn period. 
Even if one baby in a thou­ 
sand dies, we don’t like that. 
We are working hard to pre­ 
vent it from happening. Iowa’s 
newborn death rate in 1974 was 
10.6 per thousand. Although 
that’s a 4.6 drop from 1970, it 
still isn’t good enough. 
We are trying to create a 
m aternal/infant health care 
system in Iowa that will give 
pregnant women in rural com­ 
munities as good a chance of 
getting quality care and deliv­ 
ering healthy babies as women 
who live in metropolitan areas. 
Studies show that perinatal 
death rates can be reduced if 
high-risk mothers and infants 
are identified early enough and 
given special care. But this care 
is not always available. 


A major step toward solving 
this problem is a national plan 
to regionalize perinatal care. It 
calls for health personnel, 
skills, and facilities to be avail­ 
able to large numbers without 
duplicating services in an area. 


Statewide Travel 
With support from the March 
of Dimes, whose goal is pre­ 
vention of birth defects, I have 
organized a team of health pro­ 
fessionals to travel throughout 
the state. Our aim is to stimu­ 
late better perinatal services by 
using consultation among hos­ 
pitals, transfer of patients when 
necessary, and continuing edu­ 
cation of physicians and nurses 
in the newest techniques of ma­ 
ternal and infant health care. 
Regionalization is based on 
a three-level system: 
Level I units are small facil­ 
ities that provide health ser­ 
vices to rural communities. 
Thev are able to handle normal 
births. If complications arise, 
they transport patients-at-risk 
to Level II or III hospitals. 
Level II units, located in 
urban and suburban areas, 
handle the majority of deliver- 
ies. They are prepared for cer- 


tain maternal, fetal, and neo­ 
natal problems. Their critically 
ill patients are transported to 
Level III facilities if they need 
highly specialized care. 
Usually located at universi­ 
ties, Level III hospitals provide 
the most sophisticated care for 
mothers and babies at risk. 
The University of Iowa Col­ 
lege of Medicine, where our 
group is based, is the only 
Level III facility in the State. 
So far, our team —Christina 
Christopher and Norma Fer­ 
guson, clinical nursing special­ 
ists, Dr. Frank Zlatnik, an ob­ 
stetrician, and me, a neonatol- 
ogist—have been invited to visit 
98 per cent of the hospitals in 
Iowa that deliver babies. 
On our first visit, we assess 
equipment and procedures, and 
make recommendations to cor­ 
rect any deficiencies. We go 
back to the Level I units every 
18 months and to Level II hos­ 
pitals every four months. Dur­ 
ing subsequent visits we review 
new equipment and practices, 
and go over any cases they 
want to discuss. This usuallv 
is followed by an hour-long 
presentation on a particular 
subject such as new methods 


of keeping babies warm or in­ 
fant resuscitation. 
New Care Methods 
The purpose of our visits is 
to keep doctors and nurses 
plugged into what is new in 
m aternal/new born care. We 
also want them to be able to 
recognize and assess distress 
signs in mothers and infants, 
and know when to turn to the 
next level hospital for help. 
We have found the doctors 
and nurses very enthusiastic 
about our visits. 
They want 
to get their hands on any new 
information that will help save 
lives. This caring attitude is 
essential. Fancy equipment 
doesn’t make the difference in 
saving lives-caring people do. 
Teamwork, enthusiasm, and 
cooperation have improved 
Iowa’s perinatal care capacity 
since our program began in 
February 1973. But we still 
have a far way to go. 
Our efforts are concentrated 
on future Iowans and giving 
them th e ir b i r t h r i g h t —a 
healthy start in life.

Our aim is to stim u­ 
late better perinatal services by 
using consultation among hos­ 
pitals, transfer of patients when 
necessary, and continuing edu­ 
cation of physicians and nurses 
in the newest techniques of m a­ 
ternal and infant health care. 
Regionalization is based on 
a three-level system: 
Level I units are small facil­ 
ities that provide health ser­ 
vices to ru ral com m unities. 
Thev are able to handle normal 
births. If complications arise, 
they transport patients-at-risk 
to Level II or III hospitals. 
Level II units, located in 
urban and suburban areas, 
handle the majority of deliver­ 
ies. They are prepared for cer- 


tain maternal, fetal, and neo­ 
natal problems. Their critically 
ill patients are transported to 
Level I I I facilities if they need 
highly specialized care. 
Usually located at universi­ 
ties, Level III hospitals provide 
the most sophisticated care for 
mothers and babies at risk. 
The University of Iowa Col­ 
lege of Medicine, where our * 
group is based, is the only 
Level III facility in the State. 
So far, our team 
Christina 
Christopher and Norma Fer­ 
guson, clinical nursing special­ 
ists, I)r. Frank Zlatnik, an ob­ 
stetrician, and me, a neonatol- 
ogist have been invited to visit 
98 per cent of the hospitals in 
Iowa that deliver babies. 
On our first visit, we assess 
equipment and procedures, and 
make recommendations to cor­ 
rect any deficiencies. We go 
back to the Level I units every 
18 months and to Ivevel II hos­ 
pitals every four months. Dur­ 
ing subsequent visits we review 
new equipment and practices, 
and go over any cases they 
want to discuss. This usually 
is followed by an hour-long 
presentation on a particular 
subject such as new methods 


of keeping babies warm or in­ 
fant resuscitation. 
N e w Care M e th o ds 
The purpose of our visits is 
to keep doctors and nurses 
plugged into what is new in 
m atern al/n ew b o rn care. We 
also want them to be able to 
recognize and assess distress 
signs in mothers and infants, 
and know when to turn to the 
next level hospital for help. 
We have found the doctors 
and nurses very enthusiastic 
about our visits. 
They want 
to get their hands on any new 
information that will help save 
lives This caring attitude is 
essential. Fancy equipm ent 
doesn’t make the difference in 
saving lives caring people do. 
Teamwork, enthusiasm, and 
cooperation have im proved 
Iowa’s perinatal care capacity 
since our program began in 
February 1973. But we still 
have a far way to go. 
Our efforts are concentrat'd 
on future Iowans and giving 
th em thei r b i r t h r i g h t 
a 
healthy start in life.

Cowens to rejoin Celtics 


BOSTON (AP) - “I’m ready 
to play basketball again.” 
With that simple statement, 
Dave Cowens, the Boston Celt­ 
ics’ AlLStar center, ended a 63- 
day unpaid leave of absence 
Wednesday, agreeing to rejoin 
the National Basketball Associ­ 
ation’s defending champions. 
“You’re back on the payroll 
as of right now,” Celtics Presi­ 
dent and General Manager Red 
Auerbach said. 
Cowens, who walked out on 
his reported $280,000 job on 
Nov. 10, did a sudden turn­ 
about, admitting that he had 
wanted to remain away for the 
remainder of the season. 


However, he announced his 
decision to rejoin the club after 


a one-hour huddle with Auer­ 
bach and Celtics owner Irv Le­ 
vin. The 28-year-old veteran 
from Florida State University 
stayed away from Boston’s 
game against the Indiana Pac­ 
ers Wednesday night, but prom­ 
ised to be at practice today. 
Cowens said jokingly that “I 
may not be in shape until next 
September.” However, he will 
be in uniform Friday night 
when the Celtics meet the Port­ 
land Trail Blazers at Boston 
Garden. 
Alternating seriousness with 
jest, Cowens said hp has been 
working out lightly, weighs 
about a normal 225 pounds, but 
"I’m not in playing shape.” 
"I left for personal reasons 
and I’m coming bade for per­ 


sonal reasons,” the 6-foot-9 
Cowens said in hedging on why 
he decided to return. 
“When I left, it was for per­ 
sonal reasons which I don’t 
want to reveal,” he said. “The 
reasons still are personal, but I 
don’t have any regrets. I don’t 
want to seem like a wishy wa­ 
shy person. I’m going to play 
and that’s it.”

Mike Jackson 
clinched the victory with two 
free throws with 39 seconds 
left. 
Ernie Grunfeld led Tennessee 
with 22 points, while Reggie 
Johnson added 18 and King 16. 
King also had 19 rebounds. 
Jack Givens of Kentucky took 
game scoring honors with 23 
points.

neessee’s record to 10-2 over-all 
and lifted the Vols into a tie

If the rest of the Southeast Missouri high school basketball 
season shapes up like the first half has, The Daily Standard 
sports staff will be busy during the first two weeks of March.
